ed monthly, except in unseasonable 
weather, for fallqre of same, a penally 
of $1 Is to be taxed agalosl the com- 
pany. If the city desires any addition- 
al arc* or locaodescems put In they are 
to be at tbe rate of $60 aod $15, re- 
spectively, per year. Tbe city reserves 
the right to change tbe location of any 
of tbe lights or any to be added. Tbe 
company savs It propose* to make Stan- 
ford tbe best lighted city In tbe State, 
and here’s hoping tbelr efforts will not 
be In vain.
